The ca.se against Newton Casey, 
charged in a grand .jury indictment 
with associating, went to the jurv in 
the circuit court late this afternoon. 
The defense closed shortly 
before 
two o’clock and the final arguments 
to the jury started. 
The prosecuting 
witness, Jessie Clemmons and Selma 
Kaster, were not present at the trial 
and all efforts on the part of 
the 
state to get them here failed. 


1 he case attracted the usual large 
crowd of curious 
expecting 
some­ 
thing sensational. In thi> respect the 
crowd was disappointed as the ease 
went to the jury without any sensa­ 
tional 
testimony 
being 
introduced 
The defense maintained that Casey 
was not guilty of associating with 
the two women named in the indict­ 
ment because they visited 
hi> 
ap- 
parim ents to work for him while he 
was ill. 


Eddie Casey, a son of the defend­ 
ant, testified that his father was in­ 
jured in a fall last August or Septem­ 
ber and that the 01« unmons woman 
came there to assist with the house­ 
work. 
( asev was again injured in 
December, sustaining a broken leg, 
anti Ed Casey 
testified 
that 
the 
t iemmons woman was again brought 
to the Casey home to assist in the 
housework. 
He 
stated 
that 
the 
Clemmons woman never stayed nil 
night at his home and was paid for 
her services as a house maid. 


On cross-examination Ed 
Casey 
almost caused a sensation when he 
stated that his occupation was the 
same as that of his 
father selling 
beer, 
lie then stated that he 
and 
his father were beer agents for a 
Connersville saloon and that they re­ 
ceived orders for beer. 
He denied 
that they kept beer in the apartm ent 
for sale. 
Casey has not yet been 
able to obtain bond. 


A. 
J. Ross defended Casey and the 
state was assisted by John Tits- 
worth. 


Chief Rosen era nee was the first 
witness for the state, testifying that 
lie had seen many men going up and 
down the stairw ay leading to the 
Casey rooms, over the August Roth 
pool room. 
The chief of police s t a t ­ 
ed that he had counted as many as 
eight men going up the stairs in for­ 
ty minutes. 
He also said that some 
women had gone up the stairs but he 
was not certain they went to the 
Casey rooms. 
Chief Roseneranee 
stated 
that 
when the Casey rooms were raided 
by the police some weeks ago Mrs. 
Jessie Clemmons came to the door. 
He told of another time that he went 
there ami found Casey, the Clem­ 
mons woman and Selma K aster «ill 
in the same room. 
At that time he 
testified, the K aster girl was dres­ 
sing and turned her back when 
lie 
entered the room at the invitation of 
( ’asey. 


( hief of Police Roseneranee testi­ 
fied that the 
reputation 
of 
Mrs. 
Clemmons and Selma Kaster as 
to 
their virtue and chastity was bad. 
On cross-examination lie 
admitted 
that he had seen the 
two 
women 
there only once. 
It was brought out 
that the state had tried to find the 
two women to testify, but had been 
unsuccessful. 
Policemen Hardin and Yakev te s ­ 
tified to about the same thing as the 
chief of pplice.

Showing Spread of Movement. 


The man who, As governor of Ten­ 
nessee, a few years, vetoed a state­ 
wide 
prohibition 
hill, 
last 
night 
made one of the most forceful and 
eloquent pleas for national prohibi­ 
tion ever heard 
here. 
That 
was 
Malcolm li. Patterson, who was the 
principal speaker at the* temperance 
meeting a t the Main Street Christian 
church. 
Dr. A. C. Bane, 
national 
lecturer for the* Anti-saloon League 
of America, outlined briefly the cam ­ 
paign which is being made for na­ 
tional prohibition. 


The 
musical 
program 
won 
the 
plaudits of the audience that practi­ 
cally filled the main 
auditorium of 
the church. 
One number B. F. Mil­ 
ler sang the solo part, assisted by the 
women's oho rub which has been or­ 
ganised for the “dry" campaign. In 
another Mrs. Carl P. Beber sang the 
solo part and was most enthmdasti- 
eally applauded. 
Harry L ucas’ o r­ 
chestra played as the crowd gather­ 
ed. 


Dr. Bane, who spoke first, before 
E x-Governor Patterson had arrived, 
told 
of 
the 
remarkable 
progress 
which had been made in the fight for 
fate and national prohibition. On 
the first of last July, he said, there 
were only nine states in the 
union 
having 
state-wide 
prohibition. 
In 
the 
elections 
last 
November 
five 
tates voted “dry” and since then 
eight others have gone “d ry ” through 
acts of the 
legislature 
in 
passing 
tale-wide laws. 
Five other 
State 
legislatures, he declared are consid­ 
ering state-wide prohibition bills,— 
omo of them will likely pass— and 
till 
other 
legislatures 
will 
have 
state-wide hills before them. 


Ex-Governor Patterson told briefly 
the story ot his life and how he un­ 
derwent a change of opinion on the 
liquor question, 
lie was born in the 
city of Memphis, 
Tenn., 
he 
said, 
where saloons stood on almost everv 
corner. 
He said that if he were to 
compare Memphis of the days of his 
youth, he knew no 
better 
likeness 
than Terre Haute, Ind. 


“ In those days," hi* continued, “ I 
was one of the boys about town. 
1 
belonged to all of the clubs, drank 
and di<l about every other thing that 
the boys then did. 
I always held the 
opinion that behind the m ask in the 
breast of every prohibitionists was a 
treak of hypocrisy. 
But I have 
come to 
the point where I am con­ 
vinced I 
was wrong. 


“ 1 became a lawyer 
and 
politics 
early attracted me. 
I 
was 
elected 
prosecutor of the county which had 
the largest city of our state in its 
borders. 
In 1901 1 was 
elected to 
congress 
and served there six years, 
retiring at the end of that period to 
become a candidate for governor. 
“When I went to congress, 
liquor 
was sold in rest rooms of the house 
and senate. 
The inhibitions of the 
members often interfered with ses­ 
sions of congress. 
I distinctly re­ 
member one senator who got lost in 
the basement o f the building 
and 
thought he was wandering in the 
catacombs of Egypt until he 
was 
rescued 
by a friendly guide. 
“ When I became a candidate for 
governor, I saw that the liquor ques­ 
tion was becoming an important one 
and that I should have to 
tak e 
a 
st^nd on it one way or the other. So 
I announced that I favored a county

some traps for 
the 
un wary . 
The 
theory upoin which a g reat man y of 
them proceed is to select a g iven 
n umber of articles,g en erally those of 
stan dard values an d well kn own , an d 
mark them down to wholesale prices 
or lower. This is for the purpose of 
“baitin g ,” as well as to g ive the im­ 
pression that reg ular dealers 
are 
sellin g g oods at prices too hig h. On 
man y widely advertised g oods which 
are in con stan t deman d the mail or­ 
der house advertises 
prices 
much 
lower than the actual cost of the 
g oods to the house. This is don e with 
a view of caterin g customers killin g 
off tho trade of local dealers, 
an d 
with hopes of sellin g other g oods at 
en ormous protits. 
Then the adver­ 
tisin g part of the deal is of 
some 
value. 
People like to buy g oods at the 
lowest possible cost. They g et im­ 
pression s of low prices from com­ 
parison of g oods of which they kn ow 
the sellin g price. If a certain rifle is 
alway s sold in the g un stores at $14 
an d the catalog ue house sells the 
same 
at 
11, 
the 
averag e 
man 
realizes that he is g ettin g a barg ain , 
even thoug h the con cern may lose u 
half dollar in the tran saction . 
Hut 
the man is also impressed with the 
idea that prices are just as low on 
other g oods of 
which he has little 
in formation as to values. It is kn ow­ 
in g this fact that causes the mail or­ 
der houses to resort to this trick. 
Then there is differen ce in quality of 
g oods. 
In the differen t lin es there 
are differen t g rades. 
It is n ot lon g 
ag o that a Un ited 
States 
district 
court g raud jury return ed an in dict­ 
men t ag ain st a larg e mail 
order 
house on three differen t charg es of 
fraud. 
In each case there was mis­ 
represen tation . 
On e of the charg es 
was that “pure white lead” pain t, 
supposed to be man ufactured by the 
con cern , did n ot con tain a trace of 
white lead, an d was man ufactured 
by con tract by an other con cern . The 
other charg e was that jewelry was 
misrepresen ted. 
In the 
matter 
of 
jewelry there is g reat 
chan ce 
for 
fraud. 
That which is called solid 
g old may he n ot over on e-ten th g old, 
a little better than brass. 
Gold al­ 
way s has a certain value. 
Whether 
it is in jewelry or in a coin of the 
realm, the value is just the same. Its 
purity an d weig ht i> what coun ts. 
It is curious how in tellig en t people 
who kn ow of the fix ed value of g old 
will take the word of a mail order 
schemer as to quality , where 
the 
article is sold at a less price than the 
metal which it is claimed is repre­ 
sen ted in it cun be boug ht for in the 
markets. 


Low prices arc 
g en erally quoted 
upon g odos which the averag e people 
un derstan d, an d are acquain ted with, 
an d the loss is made up on the class­ 
es of g oods which allow7 the practice 
of deception , of the value of which 
the people little kn ow. 
People who 
patron ize mail order con cern s should 
un derstan d that in the majority of 
eases they are pay in g more than 
they would be eotn jMdled to pay if 
trey made their purchase at home. 
Then there is in volved the prin ciple 
of sen din g mon ey away from 
tbe 
n eig hborhood w here it is earn ed. 
If the people who patron ize moil 
order houses would on ly buy such 
g oods as they kn ow are priced below- 
cost to the con cern , the mail order 
houses could n ot con tin ue in busin ess 
a y ear. 
But these 
con cern s 
kn ow 
that Mr. Barn urn was 
about 
rig ht 
when he said that the “ American 
people like to be humbug g ed.” They 


tran sact their busin ess accordin g ly . 
The home merchan t must g o ahead 
on a differen t basis. He depends up­ 
on his reputation for square dealin g . 
He kn ows that he must be hon est, 
whether he is in clin ed to be or n ot, 
or that he will soon be compelled to 
g et out of busin ess for lack of pat­ 
ron ag e.

12.— Temperance 
forces are today planning the great­ 
est light they have y et undertaken. 
Their plan is to make Chicago second 
largest city in the United States, as 
arid a s Sahara. A fund of .$200,000 
is b eing raised for the assault in 
force <>n the Middle Western metrop- 
poiis. 
Work of raising a “prelimin­ 
ary fund,” of $25,000 already 
has 
started. As soon as the $25,000 is in 
the hands of the general committee 
of church and temperance workers, 
every ward in the city will he comb ­ 
ed b y workers for signatures to a 
petition asking that the question of 
closing up every saloon in Chicago 
he put to a vote in April 19 16. 
Temperance workers declared to­ 
day they will make the Chicago tight 
the most spectacular one in tlie his­ 
tory of organized war on intemper­ 
ance. 
The b itter struggle waged at 
Springfield some weeks b ack when a 
sharply drawn alignment of wets and 
dry s completely disrupted party or­ 
ganizations and held the lower house 
deadlocked for the longest time in 
the state’s history was merely a for- 
taste of the temperance fight that is 
planned. 


Speakers of national fame will b e 
b rought to Chicago to aid in the fight. 
They will b e led b y G. F. Rinehart, 
“the man who made Arizona dry .” 
“Billy ” Sunday will he called to help 
and an effort will b e made to get such 
prominent temperance advocates as 
Secretary of State Bry an and Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Daniels to speak 
at different times. 
On every availab le display sign 
space the committee will paste pla­ 
cards and erect 
monster 
electric 
signs reading, “Did Booze Ever do 
You Any Good,” in letters five feet 
high. 
These signs will b e lighted 
and b lazing from sundown to sunrise. 
Great mass meetings will 
he 
held 
weekly . 
Smaller meetings will 
b e 
held mornings and afternoons every 
day in the week after the real cam­ 
paign gets well under way . 
A pub ­ 
licity staff of a half dozen or more 
men and women, some of whom al­ 
ready have b een arranged for, will 
[b e named to keep the newspapers of 
the city and all over the state sup­ 
plied with “features.” 


That the saloon men are adm itted­ 
ly alarmed over the fight which they 
have openly b een told was to he wag- 
ed against them can he seen in the 
marshalling of forces on that side of 
the liquor question. 
Many Chicago­ 
ans saw in May or H arrison’s defeat 
at the recent municipal primaries for 
re-election, the finger of 
the saloon 
interests. 
Harrison, during the clos­ 
ing months of his incumb ency , has 
closed up many of the worst drink 
resorts in the city . 
The 
famous 
Jlinky Dinky Kenna and his ab le aid 
Bath House John Coughlin, feudal 
lords of the 
old 
levees 
district, 
formerly were with May or Harrison, 
foot, guns, and horse. At the recent 
primaries, they 
“declared 
neutra­ 
lity .” 
Their

over­ 
whelmingly against Harrison.

Will Make Same Claim— Germany 


May Open Matter.

\\ ashington, M arch 12.— Prelim in­ 
a ry rep o rts placed in P resident W il­ 
son’s hands covering the sinking of 
the A m erican sailing ship William P. 
Frye by the G erm an auxiliary c ru is­ 
e r.P rin z Fite! Frederick declared the 
act entirely without justification. 
It 
is already considered 
certain 
th a t 
the com plete rejMirt will m ake the 
sam e claim. 
Until he has this also 
the president will take no action. 
Meanwhile officials here were ex­ 
pecting th at G erm any a t h er own vo­ 
lition will open the m atter. 
But the mere assum ption of re ­ 
sponsibility and the paym ent o f m o­ 
netary dam ages will 
hardly 
prove 
satisfac to ry to this government. The 
sinking of the Frye was an unfriend­ 
ly act according to the construction 
placed upon the case by the in te rn a ­ 
tional experts and G erm any will be 
expected to disavow it and prom ise 
to punish th e man responsible. 
Officials were unanim ous in 'their 
opinion— and it w as shared largely 
by 
diplom ats, 
too— that

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Some Advertising Tricks 


The mail order houses always have 


some traps for 
the unwary. The 


theory upoin which a great many of 
them proceed is to select a given 
numher of articles, generally those of 
standard values and well known, and 
mark them down to wholesale prices 
or lower. This is for the purpose of 
"baiting," as well as to give the im- 
pression that regular dealers - are 
selling goods at prices too high. On 
many widely advertised goods which 
are in constant demand the mail or- 
der house advertises prices much 
lower than the actual cost of the 
goods to the house. This is done with 
a view of catering customers killing 
off the trade of local dealers, 
and 


with hopes of selling other goods at 
enormous profits. 
Then the adver- 


tising part of the deal is of 
some 


value. 


People like to buy goods at the 


lowest possible cost. They get im- 
pressions of low prices from com- 
parison of goods of which they know 
the selling price. If a certain rifle is 
always sold in the gun stores at $14 
and the catalogue house sells the 
same at 
11, the 
average 
man 


realizes that he is getting a bargain, 
even though the concern may lose a 
half dollar in the transaction. 
But 


the man is also impressed with the 
idea that prices are just as low on 
other goods of 
which he has little 


information as to values. It is know- 
ing this fact that causes the mail or- 
<ier houses to resort to this trick. 
Then there is difference in quality of 
goods. 
In the different lines there 


are different grades. It is not long 
ago that a United States district 
court grand jury returned an indict- 
ment against a large mail 
order 


house on three different charges of 
fraud. 
In each case there was mis- 


representation. 
One of the charges 


was that "pure white lead" paint, 
supposed to be manufactured by the 
concern, did not contain a trace of 
white lead, and was manufactured 
by contract by another concern. The 
other charge was that jewelry was 
misrepresented. 
In the 
matter of 


jewelry there is great 
chance 
for 


fraud. -That which is called solid 
gold may be not over one-tenth gold, 
a little better than brass. Gold al- 
ways has a certain value. Whether 
it is in jewelry or in a coin of the 
realm, the value is just the same, its 
purity and weight is what counts. 
It is curious how intelligent people 
who know of the fixed value of gold 
will take the word of a mail order 
schemer as to quality, where 
the 


article is sold at a less price than the 
metal which it is claimed is repre- 
sented in it can be bought for in the 
markets. 


Low prices arc generally minted 


upon godos which the average people 
understand, and are acquainted with, 
and the loss is made up on the class- 
es of goods which allow the practice 
'of deception, of the value of which 
the people little know. People who 
patronize mail order concerns should 
understand that in the majority of 
cases they are paying more than 
they would be compelled to pay if 
trey made (heir purchase at home. 
Then there is involved the principle 
of .sending money away from 
the 


neighborhood where it is earned. 


If the people who patronize mail 


order houses would only buy such 
goods as they know are priced below 
cost to the concern, the mail order 
houses could not continue in business 
a year. But these concerns know 
that' Mr.. Barnum was about right 
when he said that the "American 
people liku La he humbugged.'1 Thc\I' 


transact their business accordingly. 
The home merchant must go ahead 
on a different basis. He depends up- 
on his reputation for square dealing. 
He knows that he must be honest, 
whether he is inclined to be or not, 
or that he will soon be compelled to 
get out of business for lack of pat- 
ronage. 
The mail order 
concerns 


look for a new crop of "suckers" 
every year, aud they find more or 
Less of a crop.

Into one large grave, side by side, 


the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Nathan 
Hilling, the victim of a double trag- 
edy at Richmond Thursday 
night, 


both former residents of this 
city, 


were laid to rest in Earlham ceme- 
tery near Richmond yesterday after- 


Tuesday night Hilling killed 
his 


wife and then shot himself in the 
head after he had taken refuge in a 
barn and the 
police, were 
about 


to close in on him. 


Since the tragedy, it has develop- 


ed that Hilling, early in November. 
1912, wrote a letter to his son 'Wil- 
liam, telling him that he intended to 
kill Mrs. Hilling as she had been un- 
true to him. He mentioned a well 
known Richmond man as paramour 
and made ;t disposition of his be- 
longings. 


Then 
Hilling took a 
revolver, 


pointed it at his wit'o and pulled the 
trigger twice, (lie cartridge failing to 
explode each time. A daughter then 
Hung herself upon Hilling, wrestled 
the weapon from him and threw it 
into a cistern. On November 7, 1912, 
Hilling was found guilty on a charge 
of assault and battery with intent to 
kill and was sentenced to 290 days 
m the county jail, but through the 
efforts of .Mrs. Hilling he was par- 
doned by Governor Marshall, Decem- 
ber 12, 1912. 


Members of the family .without ex- 


eption agreed that there-should be a 


double fuueral service and that man 
and wife in death should be together 
as in life Members of the family also 
served as pall bearers.

Expect Petitions Will be Filed and 


Elections Will Probably be Held 


by April, 1916 


(By United Press.) 


Chicago, Mar. 12.—Temperance 


forces are today planning the great- 
est fight they have yet undertaken. 
Their plan is to make Chicago second 
largest city in the United States, as 
arid as Sahara. A fund of $200,000 
is, being raised for the assault in 
force on the Middle Western metrop- 
polis. Work of raising a "prelimin- 
ary fund," of $25,000 already 
has 


started. As soon as the $25,000 is in 
the hands of the general committee 
of church and temperance workers, 
every ward in the city will be comb- 
ed by workers for signatures to a 
petition asking that the question of 
closing up every saloon in Chicago 
be put to a vote in April 191C. 


Temperance workers declared to- 


day they will make the Chicago iighl 
the most spectacular one in the his- 
tory of organized war on intemper- 
ance. The bitter struggle waged at 
Springfield some weeks back when a 
sharply drawn alignment of wets anc 
drys completely disrupted party or- 
ganizations and held the lower house 
deadlocked for the longest time in 
the state's history was merely a for- 
laste of the temperance fight that is 
planned. 


Speakers of national fame will be 


brought, to Chicago to aid in the fight. 
They will be led by G. F. Rinehart, 
"the man who made Arizona dry.' 
"Biliy" Sunday will be called to help 
and an effort will be made to get such 
prominent temperance advocates . as 
Secretary of State Bryan and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels to speak 
at different times. 


On every, available display sign 


space the committee will paste pla- 
cards and erect 
monster 
electric 


signs reading, "Did Booze Ever do 
You Any Good," in letters five feet 
high. 
These signs will be lighted 


and blazing from sundown to sunrise. 
Great mass meetings will 
be 
held 


weekly. 
Smaller meetings will 
be 


held mornings and afternoons every 
day in the week after the real cam- 
paign gets well under way. A pub- 
licity staff of a half dozen or more 
men and women, some of whom al- 
ready have been arranged for, wil 
be named to keep the newspapers ol 
the city and all over the state sup- 
plied with "features." 


That the saloon men arc admitted- 


ly ala lined over the fight which thej 
have openly been told was to be wag- 
ed against them can be seen in the 
marshalling of foi'ces on that side oJ 
the liquor question. Many Chicago- 
ans saw in Mayor Harrison's defeat 
at the recent municipal primaries foi 
re-election, the finger of the saloon 
interests. Harrison, during the clos- 
ing months of his incumbency, has 
closed up many of the worst drink 
resorts in the city. 
The famous

formerly were with Mayor Harrison, 
foot, guns, and horse.

Paris, Feb. 21 (By mail to New 


York)—To the gallant 19th regi- 
ment of Infantry belongs the unique 
'distinction of being mentioned in its 
entirely in the orders of the day is- 
sued from General Joffre's 
head- 


quarters for the conspicuous bravery 
displayed by its members, collective- 
ly as well as individually, in the re- 
cent fighting. In the face of direct 
fire from a village held by the Ger- 
mans, with a terrific cross-fire from 
both infantry and artillery, the regi- 
ment advanced up a hill that afforded 
practically no cover and gained the 
enemy's trenches. 


Some of the individual deeds of 


heroism that marked the day are de- 
scribed in the official report. 


In front of the village the Germans 


had constructed a blockhouse 
and 


entrenchments, and before th? attack 
was delivered a perilous reconnais- 
sance- was 
necessary. A private 


soldier named 
Madec was ordered 


by his captain to take a patrol for 
this purpose. 
"I want nobody else", 


he replied and rushed forward by 
himself. 


Madec attacked 
the blockhouse 


singlehauded, rushing into it with a 
scornful cry of "Hi, 
there 
you 


Bodies!" and set about the enemy 
with his rille—Busing the butt and the 
bayonet with equal effect—in such 
a manner that before he was wound- 
ed his comrades had come up and the 
blockhouse was taken. 


When one of the companies, led by 


Captain Gerlesrjuin, dashed up to the 
barbed wire defenses of the German 
works, it was checked and the men 
began to 
drop 
with 
nerve-trying 


rapidity. 
Rallying about him those 


that remained, the captain said: "My 
friends, wo must all die here. It is 
our duty." 
A moment later he was 


killed by a bursting .shell. 


Another hero of the action 
was 


Corporal Coat, who fell 
wounded 


when within a hundred yards of the 
enemy's linos. It was impossible for 
him to move out of danger, yet Coat 
had no mind to be killed. lie took 
his, knapsack his mess-tin and spoon 
and with these implements succeeded 
in digging himself a shelter, behind 
which he remained under fire for two 
days and a night before being.reinoy:r 
ed to the real-.

WILSON NOT READY TO ACT 


Considered Certain Complete Report 


Will Make Same Claim—Germany 


May Open Matter. 


(By United Press.) 


Washington, .March 12.—Prelimin- 


ary reports placed in President Wil- 
son's hands covering the sinking of 
the American sailing ship William P. 
Frye by the German auxiliary cruis- 
er-Prim! Kile! Frederick declared the 
act entirely without justification. It 
is already considered 
certain 
that 


the complete report will make the 
same claim. 
Until he has this also 


the president will take no action., 


Meanwhile officials here were ex- 


pecting that Germany at her own vo- 
lition will open the matter. 


Rut the mere assumption of re- 


sponsibility and the payment of mo- 
netary damages will 
hardly prove 


satisfactory to this government. The 
sinking of llie Fryc was an unfriend- 
ly act according to the construction 
placed upon the case by the interna- 
tional experts and Germany will be 
expected to disavow it and promise 
to punish th'e man responsible. 


Officials were unanimous in 'their 


opinion—and it was shared largely 
by 
diplomats. 
too—that 
the 


commander of the Prin/. Kitel had no 
right to send the Frye to the bottom. 
It was considered probable by offi- 
cials that the German 
government 


after being apprised of 
the facts 


would admit the error of the naval 
commander and agree to make the 
usual reparation. 
Some 
officials 


thought sufficient amends, after the 
payment of damages, would be the 
court-martialling of the German of- 
ficer. 


It was made clear at the Stale De- 


partment that whatever action would 
be taken as result OL the sinking of 
the Frye would be entirely disasso- 
ciated from questions arising out of 
the entry into an American port of 
the Prinz Kite! desiring time for re- 
pairs. The vessel could, 
therefore, 


depart, leaving the questions raised 
by the destruction of the American 
ship to be settled through diplomatic 
channels.
